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Preface 

I'o  those  with  an  inteiest  in  the  historical  advancement  oi  the 
Commonwealth  an  up-to-date  listing  of  the  historical  societies  and 
similar  organizations  is  a constantly  needed  tool  of  reference.  For 
many  years  the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical  Societies  in  large 
measure  supplied  this  need  through  the  publication  of  its  Yearbook, 
the  last  of  which  was  printed  in  1955.  It  now  appears  that  the  Federa- 
tion will  be  unable  to  continue  this  useful  publication  because  of 
rising  printing  costs. 

In  view  of  the  need  for  such  a listing  of  historical  organizations  and 
of  its  own  responsibility  for  the  promotion  of  historical  activities 
within  the  Commonwealth,  the  Pennsylvania  Fiistorical  and  Museum 
Commission  has  prepared  this  listing  of  historical  organizations.  It 
differs  from  the  Federation  Yearbook  in  presenting  much  briefer  de- 
scriptions of  the  various  societies  and  also  in  including  organizations 
not  affiliated  with  the  Federation.  On  the  other  hand,  because  of  the 
close  association  of  the  Federation  with  historical  activities  in  Penn- 
sylvania, all  members  of  the  Federation  have  been  listed  whether  the 
organizations  are  strictly  historical  or  not  and  tvhether  (as  in  the 
case  of  the  Pennsylvania  Society  and  the  Pennsylvania  Historical 
Junto)  they  are  located  in  or  out  of  the  State.  An  index  of  the  organi- 
zations follows  the  listings. 

In  several  instances,  the  cpiestionnaire  sent  out  was  not  returned. 
Wherever  possible  the  information  teas  supplied  by  the  Commission 
staff  from  other  sources.  Corrections  and  additions  to  the  present  list 
will  be  welcomed.  They  may  be  directed  to  the  Commission  at  the 
State  Museum  Building  in  Harrisburg.
